‘UNIFICATION OF OF CHAMBERS. 
ANGLO-AMERICAN SAN CO-OPERATION. 


Tho annual general mecting of tho 
British Chamber of Commerce, Shanghai, 
was held on Mareh 20th, at the Palace 
Hotel. 

Aftor the notice convening the meeting, 

The Chairman said, inter alia: —What 
was the Chamber founded primarily to 
do?! Surely it was primarily to found a 
Society which should solidify British 
interests in the Far Easi. Great and 
vigorous as these interosts were when war 


started they suffered from one very con-| 


sidorable weakness, They were too in- 
dividualistic. The aame was true of the 
intorests of Great Britain and the Em- 
piro as a whole. There was too little 
co-operation. Neither politically nor 
economically wore we properly knit 
together, as tho first few months of the 
war unquestionably showed. In Great 
Britain and’ the Empire as a whole that 
is all changed now and out hore in China 
things have changed too. British inter- 
ests have been solidified in a way both 
new and’ striking—and to a very great 
extent it hasbeen this Chamber which 
has done this. Let me particularize. 


In the lost month of 1917 and during 
1918, British Chambers of Commerce have 
ben founded at Chungking, Amoy, Chin- 
kiang ond*Tsinanfu, while the numbor of 
affiliated Chambers’ now totals _ fifteen. 
Not only have our ideas fructified in 
them: in certain cuses it was at our 
Suggestion that these Chambers were 
brought into existence. Moreovor, Inst 
summer, to be precise on July 22nd, we 
suggested to theso Chambers that the time 
had arrived when it would! be advantage- 
ous to bold an annual conference in 
Shanghai at. which representatives of 
each of tho British Chombers in China 
should assemble to discuss matters of 
importance to tha welfare. of British 
Trade in Ohina, 


The idea was sympathetically received, 
and while it has not yet taken practical 
form, it is, I trust, certainly not pe 
to be allowed to die. Of the value of 5 

a Contsrenes there can bo no two opinions. 
Morall; Hy ae ond practically it would do much 
to weld British interests in Chine toge- 
ther. To-day is the da of big organiza- 
tiona, big ideas and 


mes, An 
annual odnfereace of a] Chambers 
in China would, in my op be a fine 
thing and we have rep ‘ravelled rr) 
far towards its realization both possible 
and desirable. 
Let me turn to the question of en 
xepatriation and post bellum trade, 
of which illustrate what I am trying to 
make clea red by this 
Chamber in solidifying British interests. 
You wil remember that on December 21st, 
1917, a a joint letter from the Chamber and 
the Cl Association was sont to tha 
Oriel" General expressing the view that 
the only really effective method! of putting 
aptop to enemy trade was the internment 
or deportation without further delay of 
all male enemy subjects and the liquida- 
tion of their businesses, In December 
last the Committce sent a strongly worded 
cable to the London Chamber of Com- 
meron requesting them to do their utmost’ 
in securing: immediate rep! atriation, and 
this, ainongat other sto ad the desired 
offoct. The majority o! German residenta 
in China ore new on the high seas, the 
po which they spared no pains to pollute 
with every imaginable crime.

shall thus be in a position to present a 
united front and to prove to all. that 
Britons in China are determined to, have, 
nothing whatever to dp with the Hun, at 
least untii auch timo as a resumption of 
business dealings with him is stated by 
H.M. Government to be in the interests 
of Great Britain and the Empire. Even 
then the policy of this Chamber will, I 
trust, be to restrict relations with Gor 
mans to the narrowest possible limits. In 
our day thore can be no question of 
friendship with Germans, and where 
friendship is impossible mutual respect 
and mutual confidenct, the very basis of 
trade as British understand it, are im- 
possible. 
ANGLO-CHINESE CO-OPERATION. 

Signs are not wanting that, the younger 
generation of Chincse business men, who 
have absorbed Western ideas either in the 
many schools provided for them in China 
itsolf, or by actual study in England or 
America, are at last. beginning to resliz 
that an expensive education is something 
to be made uso of. 

Foreigners in China have for long sean 
that it wae impossible for thie country 
to do herself justice so long as those in 
authority persisted in clinging to their 
old conservative business methods of 


“aiysez faire.” Trade in methods and 
metals, which should have been possible 
years ago, still hangs fire because of the 
absurd and unworkable provisions which 
hedge around any .development o1 thia 
nature, 

Now, however, that the younger generd- 
tion are coming along to put into pri 
ticg the precepts taught. tacm in a Wost- 
ern education, one begins to eee dvidences 
of real improvement.: The majority of 
these returned studenta realize, I think, 
that it is impossible to Westernize every: 
thing by a stroke of the pen. Thoy are 
willing, even anxious, that the foreigner 
whose education they have so recently 
imbibed should co-operate with them in 
putting China’s house in order. 

ln main, this question of co-opora- 
tive a’sistance must be left to the in- 
dividual heads of business concerns in the 
East, who will have to decido for them- 
selves in what way thoy can best help f 
along the movement which must be for 
the Pitimnate benefit of both. This Cham- 
ber, however, is naturally deeply interest. 
ed in any movement which for 
improvement of our relations with the 
Ohinese, and thoy can therefore rely on 
our wholehearted support in al 
matters. 

ANGLO-AMERLOAN CO-OPERATION. 

This brings me to another side of thé 
policy of co-operation. Members’ arp 
aware that tor the past eighteen months | 
to. two years overy effort haa been made 
by your Committee to get into’: closer 
touch with our American friends out 
here. Wo recognize, a8 indeod ali think- } 
ing men must, that there is-more to be 
gained by the active co-operation ot 
American and British merchants ‘in 
China than by pursuing the old poli 
of everyone tur himseli and the devi 
take the bindmost, 

lt is not for a moment to be.supposed 
that they j301n us or we join them for 
philanthropic purposee—none of us are 
out here for the good of our health—and 
we 4 hope to retire some day with 
sufficient capital to enable ug to enjoy a 
fow years rest. in old Ad_country, bo it 
the Umicd Kingdom or America. 

Thie aves not mean that' we cannot mt 
together, however. We-can and! should do 


aro we now going to drift apart agai 
I say “no,” and I am confident that ceil 
if not all, right-thinking men in this 
community will say the wane.’ Differe 
will continue to exist. Be cannot. always! 
to see eye to cya, but, and! I say 
with confidence, these differences are ni

TROUBLE OVER THE SERVICE OF 
A WRIT. 


In a case being heard before His 
Honour Judge Sir Havilland de Baus- 
marez, an interesting point with regard 
to the service of summons was the chief 
mibjcct of discussion! on the first day- 

Mr. H. P. Wilkinson appeared on 
behalf of the plaintiffs, the Shanghai 
Sharebrokera Association, in an action 
brought by thom against Mr. J. A, Hayes. 
The defendant was. represented by Mr. 
Dunean MoNeill. 

It appears that the writ was. served 
upon the plaintiff at the Shanghai Club 
aad he refused to accept service, telling 
the officer of the Court to serve it upon 
his Counsel. Mr. MoNeill did not receive 
a copy of the writ. 

Mr. Wilkinson: Service can be either 
on the defendant or his Counsel. 

His Lordahip: Yes, on the defendant 
if you like, but it is usually a mattor’ of 
courtesy betwoen practitioners. 

Mr. MoNeill: I think your Lordship 
will agree with me that the Court by 
reason of the fact that it is a social Club 
does not wish that officors of the Court 
should enter a Club for the purpose of 
serving writs. Members can be served as 
well outside as inside. 

His Lordship: As you know quite well, 
in every social olub in London you aro 
not supposed to do business in that club, 
or to\give it as your business address. It 
is a matter for the club to arrange iteslf. 
I don’t say that should be done, but I 
cannot lef an officer of the Court go 
hanging about, as happened on one occa- 
sion. The usher of the Court, who was an 
old soldier just como back atid not parti- 
cularly strong, waa engaged kicking his 
heels, on tho stops of the Shanghai Olub 


through some member who thought he 
had ‘got too much to do with his time 
Well, if that is tho sort of thing. that 
happens, the Court will not give any 
aseistaaca I say nothing about the Club. 
Mr. Wilkinson then explained that he 
did aot get Mr. MoNeill’s letter offering 
to accept the writ aa March 18th, 
whereas the writ was issued on March 
dealing with the question 
ibed it ap an “ex-.

sites we mity mention the old Magistracy, 

which ,ia central, but unfortunately very 

mueh shut in; and the old fort near the 

Colonial Sceretariat, which cannot be of 

much military valus. Probably other 

suggestions would be forthcoming if the 

intention to erect a building for a 
theatre only were announecd. Ag regardé 
the City Hall we should Like most of the 
space to be devoted to g really well- 

arranged and properly cared-for muscum, 
I, would be useless to provide a good 
museum without a skilled curator, Tho 
present arrangement is most unsatisfac- 
tory, yet the mueeum ig frequented by 
lnrge numbers. It is certainly popular 
with the Uhinese, and we have no doubt 
that it would be a source of great attrac- 
tion if there were modelg of aeroplanes, 
tanks, and mechanical appliances, of 
which the Chinese genorally are ignorant. 
Anyone who has visited the mugeumn at 
South Kensington mug, have been struck 
with the well-arranged models to be ecen 
there, We>should like to ece various 
sections in tho local institution- say, one 
for Natural History, another for Chincse 
porcelain, and perhaps a Chinese picture 
gallery, ur even a small aquarium, Most 
of us are entirely ignorant of tho 
gorgeou, colouring of the fish of this part 
of the world. The aquarium at Honolulu 
is a delight becaute of these colours, 
although it is but a amall affair. In the 
library there should be a special section 
devoted to bookg concerning China writ- 
ten in English, and another for books 
relating to the British Empire. 

The advantage of having the Colonial 
Secretary'a office in w more central posi- 
tion is so obvious that we will not labour 
‘the point. The ideal plan would be to 
have it adjacensy to the other Government 
offices now locaicd in the Pos, Office 
building, and itt might be possible to 
accommodate all Departments in the new 
structure. We may, perhaps, be allowed 
te urge that a museum and a library 
would bo well placed on a slightly higher 
level than at present. They would be 
equally as accessible ag if lower down, 
and the surroundings would be quicter. 

We support the idea that Blake Pier 
should be reconstructed, and carry at 
the end a really noble obelisk, like 
Cleopatra's needle, made of local granite, 
bug we want nothing German about our 
local monument, which ig primarily to 
the Fallen.

BIG FIRE IN GOUGH STREET. 
CHINESE YOUTH. REPORTED 
KILLED, 


Following a serious outbreak of tire 
in No. 12, Gough Street, last night, a 
four-storicd building was completely 
gutted, and a Chinese boy is believed to 
have perished in the flames, 

Ii appears that some people passing 
the premises noticed smoke issuing from 
the ground floor, use ay a shop, and gave 
the alarm. A regular commotion ensucd 
and a large crowd collected, 

The Fire Brigade, which had been 
telephoned for, arrived on the scene almost 
immediately and helped to rescue tho 
inmates occupying the second and third 
floors. Hoses were set at work from 
different angles, but the flames apread 
rapidly, fanned by the strong breeze 
which was blowing. Finding it futile 
to save the building the hoses were 
applied to the adjacent buildings, which 
though damaged to o certain extent by. 
water, wore paved. Building No, 12 waa 
completely destroyed and a Chinese youth 
is réported missing, 

The first lasted about two hours. Tho 
cause of the outbreak is not known, and 
at the time of writing it had been im- 
possible to estimate the damage done.

ALLY UNIVERSITIES. 
THEIR POST-WAR. INFLUENCE. 


Tho Now Year dinner was held at the 
Connanght Rvonts of the Groupe Inter: 
Universitaire Franco-Britannique, an 


organisation originally formed to pro- 


4 mogt' friendly intercourse between British 


and French university men and persons 
prominent in the apheres of art, literature, 
gcienee, commerce, and industry in either 
country, but since extended to university 
men of other Allied countries. The chair 
was occupied by Sir Trederick Kenyon, 
who had on his right the Marquis de 
Chasseloup-Laubat, of the French Em- 
bassy, and on hig left Admiral Sims, of 
the United States Navy. 

The triple tonat of “ His Majesty the 
King, the President of the French Re- 
public, and the President of the United 
States.”’ was honvured, . 

The Chairman said their, organisation 
was concerned with the intellectual rather 
than the political basis of unity. Half 
the trouble in public as in private lif> 
was mutual jealousies and auapicions. In 
the writing of our histories the univer- 
sities could do very much Lo remove 
eriticiam and mutual distrust, and to 
cultivate a spirit of friendliness. and 


trust. We had seen in Germany the re- 
aults of educating the people to esleve in 
their own supremacy an their right to 
dominate the world by the most ruthless 
methods. hose who wrote our histories 


could do an enormoug amount to promote | 


good feeling by treating international 
velations in-a humane and judicial frame 
of mind. (Cheers.) 


The Marquis de Chasseloup-Laubat 
agreed thag the origin and cause of war 
Wag misunderstanding and, very often, 
rautual suspicion, At the bottom of sus- 
picion lay inaufficient knowledge, or total 
absence of knowledge, of one another.
